NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the City of Fort Wayne is hereby 
authorized, without further approval of the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne, to purchase any of the residential 
properties bordering the street Fairmount Place, from Wells 
Street on the east to Indiana Head. Truck Lines on the west, 
provided that the purchase price of any property shall not a^ceed 
the appraised value of said property. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the Mayor.

ORDINANCE 


The Department of Community Development and Planning proposes to implement 
an acquisition strategy in an area known as Fairmount Place (see map). Fair- 
mount Place, a designated Neighborhood Strategy Area in the Community Development 
Block Grant Program, was severely damaged by the flooding of the St. Mary's 
River, to the extent that planned housing rehabilitation of properties is now 
economically infeasible. Coupled with the reluctance of many property owners 
to make necessary repairs due to possible future flooding, the area is considered 
to be severely deteriorated; and, as a consequence, the strategy for community 
development assistance has changed from revitalization to acquisition. 

Specifically, this ordinance will allow the Department of Community 
Development and Planning to acquire, at Fair Market Value, approximately 
eleven single-family dwellings and thirteen rental structures without furthur 
Council action. Real property will be acquired only if the existing owner 
agrees to sell. Those residents wishing to remain living in Fairmount Place 
may do so. 

In order to aid willing sellers in finding alternative housing, the City 
intends to provide relocation assistance through a local Optional Relocation 
Program.
